Chicago, which is pu t down for $50,- 
000,000, has shown more interest in 
the loan since the retu rn of Lord 
Reading and his fellow commission­ 
ers and word came that a sy ndicate 
grou p will be organized there.

may not be m any Chicago banks in 
the grou p, bu t there will be indiv id­ 
u als. priv ate banking Institu tions and 
banks from other sections where the 
German sentim ent is not so strong. 
One dispatch from Chicago promised
